Dale, K7ZY, has been a ham for well over 40 years and has served in the U.S. 
Navy and the Merchant Marines as a CW/Morse code operator. He thoroughly 
enjoys CW and in his long ham career he has been strictly a CW op. 


Dale retired from his job as a Learjet pilot instructor about a year ago. In 
January of this year (2007) he was admitted to the Intensive Care Unit of the 
Tucson VA hospital with several issues and has been there since. Shortly after 
he was admitted a tracheotomy was performed which rendered him unable to 
speak. In order to allow him to communicate the ICU personnel provided him 
with a chart containing all the letters of the alphabet and numbers. Needless to 
say this is a painfully slow way to communicate and requires that a hand be 
raised to point to each letter/number, a task that Dale was at times unable to 
perform. 


Enter CW! In that Dale is an outstanding CW op, | conjured up the idea of 
providing him with a code oscillator and a key. It was my belief that simply 
sending CW via a keyer and paddle would require very little hand movement 
and effort. Years ago | homebrewed a keyer and included a monitor with 
volume and tone controls. Upon approval of the hospital personnel, | took the 
keyer and my trusty old Vibroplex single lever paddle to the IC Unit. After some 
“fiddling around” with paddle spacing/tension and keyer settings, Dale was 
once again “in communication”! This has worked great for the past several 
weeks and each time we “QSO” he recovers some of his old speed. It is 
extremely rewarding to be able to communicate with my old friend once again. 


The hospital personnel were somewhat skeptical about what | proposed, 
however, once they saw the ease with which | could communicate with Dale, 
they have come to appreciate the ability to “talk” with him so easily 
themselves. One doctor came in and said she was glad to see me there, that 
now she could ask some “real” questions of Dale and get some “real” answers, 
much more efficient and detailed than the “nod head, point to letters” method. 


| regularly visit Dale and the ICU personnel are great about allowing me to stay 
so much longer than the normally allotted time. | will typically spend 2 to 3 
hours with him and we tell the same old corny jokes we have been telling each 
other for years, talk about ham radio, flying and of course, talk about the 
nurses (grin)! 


| am not sure how much longer Dale will be in ICU. The main problem he is 
having is the ability to breathe on his own. He has survived a few setbacks and 
we nearly lost him a couple of times but he has defeated each setback so far. 
He is on the respirator full time and has other complications but he is sound of 
mind, his spirits are good and it is very heartwarming to see the grin on his 
face when | walk in with the key. 


Being an avid CW op myself, | frequently run into hams who have worked Dale 
and recognize our somewhat rare QTH, Sahuarita, AZ. Dale and | have often 
joked about giving an award to hams we 
have both worked, WAS (Worked All 
Sahuarita)!
